1970 and the UFO problem is still an enigma. However, the solution will 
remain difficult to unravel if we allow ourselves to be entirely dominated by conven¬ 
tional modes of thought or limited preconceptions. Even though dedicated ufologists 
throughout the world have worked with unremitting patience and zeal for more than 
two decades, the basic questions still remain 7 a) what type of strange manifestation 
are they ? b) From \Tiiere do they come ? c) How are they propelled ? d)^Why have they 
not contacted world governments? If ufologists are genuine in their desire to 
attempt to solve these problems, they must be prepared to be more flexible in their 
approach to this intriguing subject. Let us still persue the conventional forms of 
investigation while at the same time endeavouring to develop more scientific instrum¬ 
ents for detection of UFOs - as well as conducting experiments into propulsion power 
such as electromagnetic energy, electron gyro radiation, gravity waves etc. and in 
fact ensure that all avenues of science are thoroughly explored. But we must also 
examine the scope and significance of psychical research - not to the point where we 
become submersed in the occult - but to approach with an open mind any study which 
may help in'solving the UFO phenomena. Science is only nov/ beginning its exploration 
of sub-atomic natter - and 7ri.th this must go new concepts of space and time. We are 
moving into a decade where Para-psychology will be accepted as a normal curriculum 
subject in Universities and people who possess rare qualities in this field will talce 
their place in an expanding Y/orld of new and exciting dimensions. The Space programme 
has dramatically advanced medicine,electronics,engineering and science, but researchers 
are just sld.mming the surface of a deep v/ell of knovvledge. Nations have yet to learn 
to live in trust and harmony with each other before mankind vfill reap the full benefits 
of the wonderful gift of intelligence that has been bestowed on homo sapiens. Let us 
hope that the next few years will open avenues to new discoveries in eill fields of 
learning, as well as bringing people of this "space ship" Earth to a closer underst¬ 
anding,

The September 4iTi 1969 issue of the "Ottowa Journal" carried an interesting report of 
a close-range sighting of a UFO by three vdtnesses from the parking lot of the Chez 
Charles Hotel,Quebec, in the early hours of September 3rd. Hiss Pauline Oulette, a 
v/aitress said; " I saw this thing not more than six feet away from me and it v/as REAL! 
It had red and white lights which flashed quite a bit and then it stopped flashing and 
stayed white. I v^ent to my room at 4.30 am and saw it again from the windows. Ten 
minutes later, a small craft left the large one, came into the yard and went from one 
wlndcw to another in turn. I was terrified and couldn't move at first, then I collected 
my senses and left the bedroom." John Stott, a member of the hotel band and Bob Me 
Laughlin confirmed that the main lighten the object was bright red and flashed on and 
off at intervals. Stott also stated that the smaller craft v/as green and silver in 
colour, had a 3 ft long antenna protuding from its side and emitted a whirring noise.

Leading ahead were four — two above and tr/o belov^, 
with three follov/ing at equal distance all together in formation. I promptly thought 
that these were flying saucers because of the radiance and silence of these supersonic 
objects. This was intelligent spacing of a flight formation and 'wo observed them 
for 30 - 40 seconds before they disappeared into the snow clouds in the'NHff. "

Mrs. Claire Noble, a regular correspondent -.Tith Sydney mem.bers of UFOIC and 
nerselt a member of QPSE reports that the latter v/eeks of December v/ere very busy 
for UPO sighters.

house, noises coming from the stars, and strange shapes floating in the 
Ne claimed that these phenomena wore still present.

This may bo a classic example 
of the unfarailiarity of his ov/n physiological defects. The motion of the 
stars could be caused by the soccacio motion of the eye. Noises from the 
skies could have been an association of the nearby ocean and power station. 
Clear skies and still night are ideal conditions for vitreous floaters 
in the eye, which could account for the strange shapes only ho could see 
in the atmosphere.

A loading Japanese chemical company plans to make artificial meat and other food from 
m<an made protein produced from petroleum. Dainippon Ink & Chemical Ltd. said it would 
uild a factory capable of producing 120,000 tons of petro-protoin a year by March 1971.
